Few Huts 


Originally it was a town of few 
huts on a trading route. Then it 
was a fortress of the Jebusites. 
In the time of Abraham it was 
called Salem, an abbreviation of 
Urusalem. When’ David captured 
it about 1000 B.C. he made it the 
capital of Judah and of Israel. 
Walls were built, and then the 
great temple was erected by Solo- 
mon’s masons about 970 B.C. Neb- 
uchadnezzar of Babylon destroyed 
it and the city. Cyrus of Persia 
returned it to the tribe of David. 
Alexander the Great came, as did 
others before the Roman legions 
marched in, their spears and 
eagles glinting in the Eastern sun. 
Titus destroyed it after the cruci- 
fixion, as did Hadrian. The Per- 
sians came again. The conquering 
Moslem Arabs took it in 638. The 
Crusades followed years later but 
the forces of Mahomet regained 
it and held it until 1917 when the 
British drove therm out. 


Now, the modern city of Jeru- 
salem, Israel’s capital, sits beside 
the old one, built on the many 
ancient Jerusalems, destroyed by 
armies fighting under many ban- 
ners. And old passions still stir, 
and old rivalries grow hotter as 
the official celebrations are 
planned for a great city, heavy 
with history, weighted with re- 
ligious facts and legends; emo- 
tional with beliefs passionately 
held. 


It was out of Jerusalem that 
the Roman soldiers, informed by 
Judas, went with their lanterns 
flickering in the night, down in 
the valley of Kedrin, and up the 
slopes to the Garden where Jesus 
waited for the prophecies to be 
fulfilled. 


The Passover 


Jerusalem was packed then 
with the huge throng come for 
Passover. That was why Pontius 
Pilate was in the city instead of 
being in his palace at the town 
of Caesarea on the sea of Galilee. 
There were extra soldiers on duty. 
The city was nervous with the 
tension of the religion preached 
by the Nazarene. 


It is a stubborn, persistent city. 
The Assyrians, Babylonians, Ro- 
mans, Moslems, Crusaders, 
British, have battered at its gates. 
Then the Israelis of today ca p- 
tured the new city and held it in 
a fight as heroic as any in its 
long history of siege and war. 


Military men today, looking at 
the ruins of the Temple, say that 
had Solomon built a fort as great 
as the Temple, the city would 
have been held and the history of 
the world perhaps changed there- 
by — but the great memorial of 
Israel is not war but her religion. 


Mahomet was born in Mecca in 
570 A.D. A mere 100 years later 
his name, joined with that of God, 
was called from the minarets of 
10,000 mosques, and armies cry- 
ing his name made three conti- 
nents tremble and almost swept 
away Western civilization. (Today 
the Arab world lacks leadership.

He discovered Fatty Arbuckle, 
Marilyn Monroe, and three dec- 
ades of stars in between:

SYRACUSE, N.Y. (#—Educa- 
tors must lead in the effort to 
eliminate segregation and assure 
equal educational opportunities 
in New York’s public schools, 
the state education commissioner 
said Sunday. 


Dr. James FE. Allen Jr., ad- 
dressing the annual meeting of 


the State School Boards Associa- 
tion, called the problem of racial- 
ly segregated schools ‘‘one of the 
more complex and one of the 
most important” faced by boards 
of education.

Anti-Radiation Pills 


Seen [tem of Future

Anti-radiation pills are still a thing of the future— 
but they may have peacetime as well as wartime uses 
when finally perfected, Dr. Robert E. Lyle, professor of 
chemistry at the University of New Hampshire, says. 


In a telephone interview, the 
former Atlantan said, ‘‘The best 
lead right now for a potential 
anti-radiation pill is for a mem- 
ber of the sulphur group, two or 
three carbon atoms away from a 
basic amino function compound.” 


Dr. Lyle, a graduate of Emory 
University who received his Ph.D. 
from the University of Wisconsin, 
is one of a number of researchers 
seeking an anti-radiation pill un- 
der the sponsorship of the Army 
Medical Research and Develop- 
ment Command. 


These men are searching for 
pills which will permit people to 
undergo short periods of radi- 
ation without adverse affects. 


Dr. Lyle warned, ‘“‘These won't 
preclude the need for fallout 
shelters,’’ he said. “I think there 
will be a maximum level of 
radiation we'll never be able to 
protect against.”’ 


He said, however, “If these 
drugs are achieved with a satis- 
factory success, they certainly 
will be used for other types of 
radiation. For example, they 
could be used for people who are 
having to undergo large x-ray 
dosage for medicinal purposes. 


Asked how long it would proba- 
bly take before the pills will be 
perfected, Dr. Lyle said, “It 
could be very soon, or again, it 
could be some time yet, if we're 
not lucky.”

The Assembly said the program 
ranks with the most pressing 
American undertaking and carries 
a high priority but that care 
should be taken to maintain a 
proper balance between it and 
other programs in the national 
interest. 


Its ‘final report” also warned 
against what it called “excessive 
focus” on the proposed moon 
shot ‘‘as either a definitive test 
of relative Soviet and American 
capabilities, or as a scientific or 
technical end in itself’’. 

The Assembly was composed of 
65 leaders in American business, 
scientific and military life. They 
had met to study the problems 
raised by the new vistas opened 
up in the space age. 


The Assembly report was or- 
ganized under seven main head- 
ings. They were: priorities and 
resources, the need to plan, or- 
ganizing to act, communication 


tions made were these: 


1. More planning by govern- 
ment, business, universities and 
research organizations on the po- 
litical, economic and technolog- 
ical questions raised by the 
space race. 


2. More liaison between civilian 
and military planners. 


3. Greater participation by pri- 
vate industry in some fields, 
especially that of communications. 


4. Greater U.N. participation in 
international communication and 
weather satellite systems and es- 
tablishment of a staff within the 
secretariat to coordinate such ac- 
tivities. 

5. The report urged the US. 
government to press its efforts to 
seek safeguarded agreements 
bannning weapons of mass de- 
struction in space “before they 
become accomplished facts.” 


The Assembly praised the space 
achievements of the Soviet Union 
to date. At the same time it de- 
plored the Soviet noncompromis- 
ing attitude within and outside 
the United Nations against dis- 
cussion of controls of outer space 
and its continued insistence on a 
veto in any control organization. 


In the section calling on Wash- 
ington to press for international 
agreements, it said that until 
such agreements are reached 
“the United States must strength- 
en research and development in 
support of an effective military 
space capability.”

Notice that a child with 
an IQ of 114 would be considered 
average in a school using clas- 
sification A, and would be placed 
in an average class; this same 


ness to those who use IQ tests 
as a guide, we must admit there 
is at present no other way to 
judge a child quickly and con- 
veniently. Although many children 
are hurt through these tests, 
many more would be adversely 
affected if there were no system 
at all. But in view of the facts 
presented here, every parent cer- 
tainly has the right to see to it 
that his child does not suffer a 
disadvantage. 


Since everybody agrees that the 
tests are not accurate — BUT 
since schools, colleges, the mili- 
tary and industry continue to rely 
on them as if they were accu- 
rate — by helping your child raise 
his IQ score you are merely help- 
ing him achieve the good start he 
deserves. 


Sometimes a child’s poor 
achievement in school and his low 
score on an IQ test are attributa- 
ble to physical and-or emotional 
handicaps the parent may not be 
aware of. Of course, most con- 
scientious 
their children have a thorough 
physical examination annually 
(the beginning of the school year 
is the best time for this). 


There are, however, certain dis- 
abilities in a young child difficult 
to detect in a routine physical 
examination: Defects in vision, 
hearing and speech, and emotion- 
al disturbances. Sometimes these 
are recognized only after pro- 
longed observation by the parent 
and teacher.

NEW YORK (WNS)—Are wives of prob- 
lem drinkers a type? Do they choose weak 
males to dominate? Do they unconsciously 
foster alcoholism so that their husbands 
can remain dependent on them? 


New research shows that the answer 
to these questions, which got credit and 
currency from past studies, is NO. The cul- 
prits behind the endemic scourge of alco- 
holism are not necessarily women. More 
often than not, women are its real victims. 


This is borne out by one of the most 
extensive studies yet made on the subject 
of alcoholism and marriage. The Family 
Research Project, financed by a $79,000 
grant from the National Institute of Mental 
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New light on the relationship between 
alcoholism and marriage has been shed 
by extensive studies by the National 
Council on Alcoholism. Betty Reef, 
special writer for Women’s News Serv- 
ice, has been the only reporter to study 
case histories and the conclusions of the 
researchers, This is the first of five 
articles revealing these new discoveries 
about alcoholism and marriage.

Health, is being conducted by Dr. Mar- 
garet B. Bailey, Ph. D. social welfare and 
research director for the National Council 
on Alcoholism. 


Dr. Bailey’s findings are still being 
analyzed. But the data so far shows that 
all types of women suffer the indignity and 
insecurity of life with besotted spouses. 
These women demonstrate as broad a range 
of behavior and personality as do wives 
in successful marriages. 


“Some women, of course, May marry 
drinkers to satisfy their own neurotic need 
to suffer,"’ said Dr. Bailey. “Some choose 
an inadequate partner, so that they can 


rule. 
TRAPPED BY IGNORANCE 
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The Wife Is Not to Blame 
If Husband Is A Drinker 


is something beyond their understanding 
until they experience it.” 


One question debated by experts has 
been whether women knowingly marry 
problem drinkers. 


Dr. Bailey’s researchers discovered that 
a third of the husbands were ‘‘excessive”’ 
drinkers before marriage. For the rest, the 
sickness began later. Still more unex- 
pected was the fact that only half the 
women whose fiances drank excessively ac- 
tually were aware that their men were 
headed for alcoholism. 


“It’s hard at first to tell the differ- 
ence between a social drinker and an in- 
cipient drunkard,”’ said Dr. Bailey. 


But one tell-tale sign, she pointed out, 
is dependence on liquor. ‘The person who 
can’t have a good time without drinking, 
for whom nothing is fun without whisky, 
may be an early alcoholic,” she said. 


“So is the person who always wants 
one more than the other fellow and talks 
the rest into taking another for the road. 
A heavy liquid diet of wine or beer is just 
as conducive to alcoholism as hard liquor! 


She described other pre-alcoholics: 


THE MAN who sneaks an extra drink 
while tending bar or. who gu!ps one down 
fast in the kitchen when no one is looking. 

THE MAN who is often absent from 
work on Monday morning. 


THE ONE who conceals morning hang- 
overs or gets others to cover for him on 


the job.

Despite all the explanations offered in 
the past decade, alcoholism, which afflicts 
an estimated 5,000,000 Americans—750,000 
are women drinkers—is still a mysterious 
illness whose causation is at least partly 
physical, Dr. Bailey noted. The emotional 
problems which are always present have a 


strange way of clearing up by themselves 
when an alcoholic sobers up sufficiently. 


Interviewers on the Family Research 
Project gathered their data through two- 
hour questionnaires with 262 wives of alco- 


holics. In contrast to haphazard studies 
previously made, this sampling is broad 
and varied. 


Seventy interviewees belonged to Al- 
Anon, an organization of family members 
of problem drinkers. Another 52 were 
women who had come to the Alcoholism 
Information Center, a service set up in 
Manhattan five years ago, with branches 
in major cities. 

Fifty-five were wives of out-patients at 
the Kings County (Brooklyn) Alcoholism 
Clinic. 


The women were mostly in the 35-to-55- 
age group, some were still in their twen- 
ties and a few, over 55. 


TRUTH IN 4TH YEAR 


On the average they recognized that 
their mates’ drinking was uncontrollable 
along about the fourth year of marriage. 
Most did not seek professional help until 
seven years later, though many discussed 
their unhappiness with family and friends. 


When they finally sought outside as- 
sistance, three fourths took the problem 
initially to doctors and about half to clergy- 
men. Some wives went to both. 


What finally caused them to act? Few 
could report a definite incident, saying 


‘only, “he was drinking very heavily, and 


he was very sick.” Those who went to the 
law for help usually did so because of 
drunken acts of violence.

Senate Study Asks 
Stouter Budget Unit

WASHINGTON—A strong budget bureau was rec- 
ommended Sunday in the final staff report of the Senate 
subcommittee on national policy machinery. The recom- 
mendation stands in striking contrast to the common 
congressional complaint that the bureau is much too 


“The budget process can be 
the President’s most powerful in- 
strument for establishing a scale 
of national priorities and marshal- 
ing, through the Congress, the 
resources required on their be- 
half,” the report said. 


The report conceded that the 
bureau “will never win a bureau- 


cratic popularity contest” but im- 
plied that its reputation as ‘“‘the 
villain of the executive branch” 
was undeserved. It stressed the 
bureau’s role as the “lengthened 
shadow” of the President, reach- 
ing deep into every agency of the 
government and working on ‘‘that 
most sensitive pressure point — 
the pocketbook nerve.” 


WANTS LESS JARGON 


It also put in a plea for less 
of the incomprehensible jargon in 
which budgets are usually 
written. 


The report was the sixth and 
last of the staff studies based on 
the subcommittee’s two-year ef- 
fort to conduct a searching, non- 
partisan examination of the ma- 
chinery that makes national 
policy for the cold war. 


The earlier reports, starting last 
November, have recommended 
the following: Abolish some of 
the National Security Council ap- 
paratus; discard the ‘“‘first sec- 
retary” idea; place _ greater 
foreign policy reliance on the sec- 
retary of state and his depart- 
ment; overhaul conflict-of-interest 
laws to let men take government 
posts at less financial pain, and 
find a proper niche for science in 
the President’s offices. 


SECURITY PRICE UP 


The subcommittee itself may 
make a summary report within 
the next month or so. 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D- 
Wash., chairman of the subcom- 
mittee and guiding spirit of the 
investigation from its inception, 
said in a statement accompany- 
ing Sunday’s report: 


“The price of national security 
is going up and may go higher 
still. We must put first things 
first. The budgetary process is the 
President’s most powerful instru- 
ment for establishing a system 
of national priorities and sep- 
arating from the merely desir- 
able.” 


The Budget Bureau, as the re- 
port stated, is much maligned 
because it says “‘no’’ to so many 
things.
